further  to  amend  the  Presidency  Small  Cause  Courts  Act,  1882,  in  its  application

It  is  hereby  enacted  in  the  Nineteenth  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as 
follows : — 

1.  (I)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Presidency  Small  Cause  Courts  (Gujarat  short  title 
Amendment)  Act,  1968.  and

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The  above  scale  includes  all  expenses,  except  in  suits  where  the  tenant  disputes 
the  landlord’s  claim,  and  witnesses  have  to  be  sub-poenaed,  in  which  case  each 
sub-poena  for  suras  under  Rs.  40  must  be  paid  for  at  twenty  live  paise  each,  and 
seventy  five  paise  above  that  amount;  and  also  where  peons  are  kept  in  charge  of 
property  distrained,  such  fee  not  exceeding  seventy  five  paise  per  day  as  may  be 
fixed  by  the  Registrar  of  the  Small  Cause  Court  must  be  paid  per  man.”.
